Military Service Act, 1917. 


EMPLOYMERT OF MEH IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY 
SERVICE ACT. 


The following Regulations, recently approved by 
the Governor General in Council, impose strict 
obligations upon every employer TO ASSURE HIM: 
SELF THAT EACH OF HIS EMPLOYEES OF 
MILITARY AGE AND DESCRIPTION IS IN 
POSSESSION OF DOCUMENTS PROVING 
THAT HE IS NOT IN ANY WAY IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 

An employer who is charged with having a 
defaulter in his employ must be able to prove 
THAT THE MILITARY SERVICE PAPERS 
ISSUED BY THE REGISTRAR OR MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN’ QUES. 
TION WERE PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPEC- 
TION at the time when the employee was taken into 
his employment, and that it was reasonably estab- 
lished to his satisfaction that the man was not in 
default under the Military Service Act. It should be 
clearly understood that the Canadian Registration 
Certificates given on June 22, 1918, at the time of 
general registration, in no way define the status of a 
man under the Military Service Act.

Asricultore, Terento) at 

WEET cider is unfermented 

apple juice, and hard cider is 

fermented apple juice. To get 

‘the juice the apples are either 

crushed or growhd In = cider mill and 
the juice expressed from the pulp. 

‘The fermentation of apple juice, or 
any other fruit juice, is brought 
about by the development in it of 
yeast. Yeast cells are microscopic 
Dlants invisible to the naked eye and 
are always present on the surface of 
fruit. When the fruit ts crushed to 
Set the juice many of these yeast 
cells get into the juice and if these 
are not destroyed they will induce 
fermentation. 

Consequently, in the manufacture 
or eet cider we must destroy the 
yeast cells that are present and pre- 
rent others from getting in. The sur- 
tat way'of doing thia is to pastedrise 
the jufce immediately after It 1s ob- 
tained from the fruft and store away 
‘n well-sealed containers, In the 
zase of cider the pasteurization pro- 
ess means heating the juice to 170F.

In 
April a course was pened, at the On 
tarlo Agricultural College, where 
about 150 women and girls have gone | 
out to assist on mized farms through:
